pany which aided in form ing “a com­ 
plete schem e to accom plish the stifling 
of com m erce”—a tru st against which 
he quoted the strictu res of a judge 
now a justice of th e U nited S tates su­ 
p rem e co u rt—and con trasted his busi­ 
ness record with tho public record of 
H enry I.. Stimson, the R epublican can­ 
didate for governor. 
From the sam e 
platform Bourke Cockran, formerly a 
D em ocratic 
congressm an, announced 
th at he will this fall vote the R epub­ 
lican ticket. 
“ I ask you to com pare 'Harry* Stim ­ 
son, whom we hope you will judge as 
governor by his record as district a t­ 
torney.” the colonel said, “and 
Mr. 
Dix. of whom his friends have to say 
th at as a public m an he, of court*? 
will do the direct opposite to w hat he 
did as a private business man.

where they went as w itnesses in be­ 
half of J. C. L angston, a Tripp county 
hom esteader, who was arrested last 
spring by d etectives from A rkansas on 
the charge of having m urdered A W. 
Shirey near W alnut Ridge on March S. 
T he case ap p ears to be one of m is­ 
taken identity, for the South Dakotans 
will testify th a t at the tim e of the 
m urd er L angston was in South Dakota. 
Shirey was killed while in a store, the 
shot being fired through the open front 
door, the m u rd erer escaping in the 
darkness. 
T he South D akotans who have in­ 
terested them selves in I.angston’s be­ 
half ch arge th at th ere was a deliberate 
intention on the part of certain per­ 
sons interested in the prosecution to 
“railroad" Langston to prison or to 
th e gallows.

T he South D akotans say that the 
detectives, being unable to run dow n 
th e m urderer, in ord er to secure the 
rew ard w hich had been offered, traced 
Langston, who had formerly resided 
in that p art of A rkansas w here the 
crim e was com m itted, to South Dako 
ta and arrested him on the charge. 
The South Dakota friends of I^ang 
ston are confident he will be acquitted.

found his feet he began to open up

S to rer episode, which 
Colonel 
R oosevelt only 
recently de­ 
clared was closed. 
He charged that 
when the colonel denied sending Bel 
lam v S torer to th e Vatican he was ‘an 
unm itigated liar,” and th ere were let 
tern in his possession, said the pro­ 
fessor, to h ear him out. 
The uproar 
had barely subsided when the profes­ 
sor took up his cudgels again. 
Roose­ 
velt was tw ice a liar, he said, when 
he denied th at the late Pl ll. H arri­ 
man had subscribed to a corruption 
fund to he used for Roosevelt's clee 
tion to the presidency. 
Ile closed with a quotation from the 
Italian historian, Cerrero, tran sferred 
from Claudius, to whom it was orig­ 
inally applied by th e w riter, to Roose­ 
velt.
